DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, filed 4/23/09, with respect to the rejection 
of claims 1 -7, 1 0, 1 1 , 1 6, 1 9, 20 and 21 under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-7, 10, 11, 16, 19, 20 and 21 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) has been withdrawn. 

The Examiner acknowledges that claims 12 and 13 have been canceled and 
therefore any rejection of claims 12 and 13 is now moot. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-7, 10, 1 1 , 16, 19-21 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach or fairly suggest an inorganic particle that is covalently bonded 
to an ion-conducting functional group with the resulting structure being mixed with a 
catalyst carrying carbon to form a catalyst layer. The closest prior art is U.S. Patent No. 
5,523,181 wherein in Example 2 it discloses a catalyst layer being formed by mixing 
carbon particles with platinum dispersed thereon with Nafion® and Silica, however there 
is no disclosure that the Nafion® and Silica are covalently bonded to each other and 
there is no evidence to show that a covalent bond would inherently occur during the 
mixing process. There is also no motivation for a skilled artisan to modify the prior art to 
covalently bond the Nafion® with Silica.
